CHAPTER XXIil. 


THE First WINTER AT GRAY MOOR 


The story of the first winter at Graymoor of Mother 
Lurana and her wee Community contains in it little 
that the ordinary person of the world would consider 
romantic. Of poverty and hardship, which, to the 
Franciscan idealist, constitute a real part of the 
romance of the Religious life, there was an abundance. 

The intense cold experienced that winter, in a house 
through whose sides daylight could be seen, pre- 
ipitated the question of building a Convent before 
the next winter set in. The weather was exceptionally 
bitter and a letter to the Mother received from Miss 
May Elliot, one of the “trustees” of St. John’s Church, 
begins with this sentence: “The thermometer went 
jown to zero here (in New York) yesterday; I really 
shudder to think what it must be at Graymoor.” 


THE First CHRISTMAS 


It would, however, be very far from the reality to 
iraw a picture all in the shadow or even so in a slight 
iegree. We have heard tell that it was with great dif- 
iculty and only through a profound deference to mon- 
astic silence that the Mother curbed her inclination to 
£0 singing about her household tasks all day long and 
a great and inextinguishable joy was the most marked 
memory of the days in the old, original St. Francis’ 
House. We quote an extract from the January (1906) 
ssue of “Rose Leaves’, the first monthly published at 
Graymoor, wherein en account of the first Christmas 
at Graymoor is graphically described: “Seven years 










ago our Mother spent her first Christmas at Graymoor. 
How grey and still the old house looked in the moon- 
light; how white and cold the snowy wilderness lay 
as the little company walked up the half-mile stretch 
of road towards St. John’s Church for the Midnight 
Mass. What a contrast to her Christmas of just one 
year back! Then, the brilliantly lighted Convent 
Chapel in London; the large choir filled with Religious; 
the clear, rich harmony of the ‘Adeste Fideles’ and 
‘Gloria in Excelsis’, mingling with the incense as the 
volume of sound mounted up, away up, over the exqui- 
site great white marble altar, pure as a block of 
chiseled snow; the many lighted tapers shining like 
stars, and choir and aisle filled with an all-enveloping 
cloud of harmony atid sweetness. 

“Now it is the same ‘Adeste Fideles’ and ‘Gloria in 
Excelsis’, but London is exchanged for the stillness of 
a wilderness lying white and silent in the moonlight: 
nevertheless, the tiny church is His Majesty's Court. 
It is not a lonely place any longer, for the dark woods 
are filled with light and music; angelic choirs fill the 


empty stalls; Love has come down to earth and there 
is neither town nor country, cold nor warmth, full con- 
vent choir nor solitary religious—for it is all Heaven.” 


On December 22, 1898, Father Wattson wrote from 
Butler, Pa., to Sister Lurana, as follows: 
Dear Sister Lurana 

Il have only time tor a line this morning. I am so 
glad and thankful you are happy and joyous in your 
Graymoor surroundings. How could there have been 
a beginning more like the Religious Orders of old! 
Surely it is the Lord's doing and marvelous in our eyes! 

Will vou please show the Rule of the Third Order 
to Father Davis? (The newly provided Pastor for 
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Graymoor and the Chaplain to the Sisters). Maybe 
he would desire to begin a novitiate on St. Paul’s Day. 

I had in mind inviting Mr. and Mrs. Hassell, and | 
will do so, if you will invite your two friends. 

The enclosed letter from Sister Martha please return 
as | want to keep on file for the future history of the 
Sisterhood all these remarkable letters in witness of 
how “the pillar of fire a:d cloud led us all cur 
through.”

CHAPTER X. 


HER VISIONS OF 
PASSION 


THE 


Theresa Neumann's vis- 
ions of the Passion began as 
far back as Holy Week oi 
1926 and they have con-. 
tinued regularly since then; 
except during certain joyful 
periods of the liturgical 
year, such as Paschaltide. 
These visions are received 
without exception in a state 
of rapture or ecstasy. Often 
when Theresa is in conversa- 
tion with some one she be- 
comes entranced before she 
can finish her sentence. 

“Often in the middle of a 
word, in the midst of activ- 
ities, which carry Theresa’s 
thoughts far from spiritual 
things,” writes Baron Aretin,* “the 
ecstacies break upon her like the 
storm of a primeval world. They 
tear her from the pillow into pos- 
tures which are often, physically 
speaking, violations of the law of 
gravitation; and draw her arms 
forward and upward. Only the play 
ef her features, now animated and 
readable beyond all precedent, 
shows what she is undergoing. 

“Frequently on Thursday eve- 
nings, the parish priest endeavored 
by all available means to divert the 
invalid and to forestall even the 
possibility that suggestion might 
play a part in producing the 
ecstasy. But his efforts wer 
always futile.” During one of the 
pauses of from ten to fifteen 
minutes, by which the ecstasies of 
the Passion are invariably inter- 
rupted, Therese receives Holy Com- 
munion. ‘The acolyte, who carries 
the lantern and the priest's surplice 
back to the church, has scarcely 
descended the stairs, when the 
stigmatist is hurled from her pillow. 
Half lying, half sitting, at an acute 
angle, in a position which would 
normally be found extremely tiring 
and well-nigh impossible, she 
stretches out her arms. They are 
steady, as though supported some-

how in the air. The fingers, espe- 
cially the thumbs, are turned 
inward. The stigmata glow with 
ruby freshness. At intervals the 
arms move back and forth, almost 
imperceptibly. The face, framed 
by the white head-cloth and 
streaked with the streams of blood 
from the eyes, is raised up and its 
posture is like that of a blind man 
who is listening intently, who has 
ne earthly orientation, and who 
lives and sees only in his soul.

“During each of the separate 
ecstasies Theresa is wholly indif- 
ferent to, nay beyond the reach of 
outward influences. She replies to 
mc questions, responds to no shak- 
ing of the hand. A fly which 
alighted on the closed eye and 
which was purposely not shooed 
away, remained on the same spot 
for five minutes and Theresa gave 
no evidence of being in the least 
annoyed. In the square below, the 
tuneral procession of an old soluier 
passes by, with the blare and blast 
of martial music by the veterans’ 
band from Waldsassen. The win- 
dows rattle, but the ecstatic does 
not move in the least. Awakening 


and falling back upon the 
pillow, she answers ques- 
tions. But her conscious- 
ness is limited to what she 
has just seen. She is totally 
ignorant of what is still to 
come. And the remembrance 
of the affairs of ordinary life 
is extinguished. It is note- 
worthy that, in the middle 
of a sentence of her answer, 
Theresa will again be rapt 
in ecstasy.” 

The separate ecstasies dur- 
ing the visions of the Pas- 
sion last no more than five, 
ten or twelve minutes, but 
that of the Crucifixion 
uninterruptedly for one hour 
and a quarter. I employed 
the pauses between the 
ecstasies,” writes Dr. Holln- 
steiner,* “in gaining infor- 
mation as to the content of 

her visions. Father Naber aided 
me in the most generous manner, 
asking Theresa the questions I 
wished to have her answer. It be- 
came apparent that she has a very 
clear picture of Christ and all He 
Goes and suffers. For the physical 
world she exhibits but little inter- 
ect. It is, in her estimation of no 
importance. . . . What she sees in 
her ecstasies is remembered with 
the utmost clearness. In this regard, 
the following impressed me as 
highly significant: After she had 
seen the Saviour carry His Cross 
and fall beneath it the first time, 
Father Naber at my request tried 
te lead her to a consideration of the 
Crucifixion. All his efforts failed. 
She maintained stoutly that ‘the 
Dear Saviour would not be nailed 
to the Cross.’ But when this last 
and most terrible scene of the Pas- 
sion had been witnessed by her, 
she described with the minutest 
Cetails the climax of Our Re- 
deemer’s sufferings and the most 
awful event in history.” 


AFTER THE Rapture, WHaT? 

For sometime thereafter she re- 
mains in a semi-ecstatic state and 
while it continues she chats like a

entire Passion of Christ and suffers 
the pains which He suffered. She 
is sweating blood with Him in the 
Garden of Olives, she feels the 
scourging at the pillar. Like him 
she is crowned with thorns, carries 
the heavy cross up the Mount and 
her hands and feet are pierced with 
thick nails. Frequently she cries 
cut: ‘I cannot, I will not!’ 

“Thus she gives expression to 
nature’s repugnance to suffering, 
even as Our Saviour prayed in the 
Garden of Olives: ‘Father, if it be 
possible, let this chalice pass from 
Me.’ Sometimes she gets very 
excited and even angry in her vis- 
ion when she sees how they ill-treat 
Our Lord. After the scourging she 
saw Our Lord reaching for His gar- 
ments, but a young boy standing 
nearby kicked them away with his 
feet. She was very much incensed 
at him and cried out: ‘Let them 
alone, you little villain! I would 
like to box your ears for that.’ 

“At the crowning with thorns she 
grew indignant at the boys who 
struck the Saviour’s head with a 
reed and dared even spit upon Him. 
‘These rascals are not only tipsy, 
they are blind drunk.’ 

“She scolds Simon the Cyrenian, 
who but little exerted himself in 
helping Christ to carry the cross. 
The bad thief is rebuked, too, be- 
cause he curses and groans so much 
near Our Lord. ‘Is that the way to 
act in the presence of Christ?’ she 
calls up to him. She can hardly 
restrain herself from striking him. 
When one of the bystanders re- 
marked that she ought to remember 
that he was suffering greatly, she 
replied: ‘I did not want to hurt 
him, I only want him to hold his 
tongue.’ 

“It is a remarkable fact that 
Theresa hears Our Lord, His Apos- 
tles and Caiphas speak in the 
Aramaic tongue and is able to re- 
peat His words, though she at times 
makes mistakes. Dr. Wutz, the 
renowned Hebraist, asserts that 
Theresa repeated the Aramaic 
words in such a manner that he was 
able to distinguish the refined lan- 
guage of Caiphas from the dialect 
used by St. Peter.

two or three weeks before the Octave—many Syno 
have not had the time to consider it seriously 
therefore postponed their judgment.

The proposal of the Archimandrite was accepted 
y all the clergy of Harbin without distinction of 
religion.

The Sunday otf 
February 7th was proclaimed to be the “Day of the 
Confession of the Faith” and special services were 
held in all churches. In the evening a great meeting 
was held in the largest hall in Harbin. The Orthodox 
Archbishop of Harbin, Meletios, presided, supported by 
other Orthodox Bishops, Catholic Ordinary, Lutheran 
Dean and the head of Moslem, Jewish, Chinese and 
Japanese non-Christian clergy. The meeting was 
opened by the silent prayer of all present and 
afterwards Archbishop Meletios, Monsignor Fabian 
Abrantovitch, head of the Catholic Mission, the Proto- 
priest J. Kudrin, the Lutheran Pastor, J. Drijal, Rabbi 
Kiseler, Imam Kasbiulin and others spoke about the 
necessity of a United Front against the Moscow Atheist 
Congress where forty-six nations and 1,600 delegates 
participated. Moscow Congress decided: (1) to found 
an International Headquarters for the Godless propa- 
ganda; (2) to create the Godless International; (3) to 
organize the systematic godless propaganda in every 
country; (4) to establish the International exchange 
of information about the progress of the propaganda; 
5) to finance the atheistic societies. 

The Russian Fascist Party in Harbin, a political or- 
ganization of the young people with the ideology similar 
to that of the Belgian Rexists or Austrian and Portu- 
guese Fascists, proposed to organize a great demonstra- 
tion of protest on February 15th against Atheism. That 
was accepted and many thousands of the people par- 
ticipated in the procession which moved slowly through 
the city stopping before certain Orthedox, Catholic, 
Armenian and Protestant churches where the clergy 
appeared and held a short service. As a result of the 
great success of this week the Orthodox Commit-

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A LETTER WHICH THE EDITOR HOPES WILL 
BE READ BY ALL 


My Dear Editor: 

While returning from the Eucharistic Congress at 
Manila I stopped to visit Father Vendelea Javorka, 
S.J., who has charge of the Catholic Mission for the 
Russians in Shanghai, China. 

Father Javorka told me of his work among the 
30,000 white Russians of Shanghai and also of his 
vlars for its future development. He, assisted by 
Father Nicholas Alexeff, a former Archimandrite of 
the Russian Orthodox Church, and who joined the 
Catholic Church about ten years ago, have succeeded 
in gathering together a congregation of about 300 
souls from among the Orthodox Russians. 

The further expansion of their work is greatly 
hindered by the lack of Sisters and of a school in 
which to train the children. The Bishop of Shanghai 
has donated them a site for their future parish plant 
right in the midst of the Russian quarter. A Catholic 
Sisterhood has promised to send Sisters who would 
change their rite in order to labor more effectively 
among the Russians, just as Father Javorka has done 
at the request of the Holy Father. 

In connection with the school, Father Javorka plans 
to establish a Novitiate and Motherhouse for Russian 
girls with the hope that later they will be allowed to 
enter Russia as Missionaries. 

Father Javorka is badly in need of funds to begin 
building operations and asked me whether it wouldn't 
be possible to get some help from the States. At 
present he is using the hall of Christ the King Catho- 
lic Church for divine services. I told him of the great 
interest you and the Readers of THE Lamp have shown 
in the work of the reunion of the Orthodox and advised 
him to write you of his work and plans and I also 
promised him to write you on my visit to him. 

If you could find some means of helping him in the 
expansion of his missionary labors it would prove a 
godsend to the work of Reunion among the Russians 
of Shanghai, where over 70% of them are exiles from 
the intellectual classes of Russia. Father Javorka is a 
learned member of the Society of Jesus. He speaks 
Slovak, Polish, Russian, French, German, Latin and 
Italian. At present he is studying English. He is a 
former Editor of the “Slovak Messenger of the Sacred 
Heart” and for eleven years was Rector of the Rus- 
sicum, the Papal Seminary for the Russians in Rome. 
He is working intensively, preparing for the time 
when the bars will be let down, so he and his 
co-workers can enter Russia and begin Missionary work 
there on a large scale. I most respectfully submit his 
appeal to your kind consideration and that of your 
Readers.

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Religious Community Emulates Society of the Atonement 


With deep gratification we learn that another 
Anglican Community, the Society of the Love of Jesus, 
an Order of Nuns at Vancouver, Canada, has decided 
to emulate the precedent—if such it may be termed— 
set by the Society of the Atonement in the year 1908, 
by making application to the Holy See for Corporate 
Reception into the Catholic Fold. It can be said that, 
as in the case of the Anglican Community of men at 
Prinknash and the Nuns at Milford Haven in England 
some years ago, and last year that of the Brothers 
known as the Servants of Christ the King, in Surrey, 
the position taken by ourselves at Graymoor was, next 
to the wonderful grace of God, a strong influence in 
this latest instance of corporate conversion. 


FouNpDeED IN 1922 


The Year Book of the Church of England in Canada 
for 1936 in a brief sketch of the Society of the Love 
of Jesus, says this community was founded at Van- 
couver, B. C., in 1922, and its rule is modern. The 
object is “to know and to show the Love of Jesus 
through the life of the Evangelical Counsels, in the 
spirit of Reparation; to spend and be spent a living 
sacrifice in the service of God and His Church.” 


Having heroically followed the call of grace the 
Community by its conversion faces the loss of prac- 
tically all the means of support which it has hitherto 
had in maintaining its school and home for elderly 
women, but there can be no doubt that a benign 
Providence will see to it that their meritorious work 
will prosper with the support of the Catholic faithful. 

THE ComMMuUNITY’'s SPIRITUAL PILGRIMAGE 

The spiritual pilgrimage of the Society of the Love 
of Jesus led along difficult paths by love of God is 
told in the following extracts from a printed news sheet 
issued by the Community. It begins as a meditation 
on the text: “Brethren, who shall separate us from 
the Love of Christ? Shall tribulation, or distress, or 
famine, or nakedness, or danger, or persecution, or the 
sword?” The meditation leads to the conclusion that 
they can face the future without fear, for come what 
may naught can separate them from love of Christ. 
Then the news is broken, very gently, as follows: 

“We have some wonderful news to tell you to-day, 
news that will make a few people sad (at least until 
they understand) and a great many people very happy. 

“We have heard a lot, at times, about how sad it is 
that Christians should be so divided, and when we 
remember that our Lord came down from Heaven to 
found His Church, the Church that was to be the Ark 
of Salvation for the whole world, One, Holy, Catholic 
and Apostolic, and how earnestly He prayed that that 
Oneness should not be broken—‘That they all may be 
One, as Thou, Father, art in Me and I in Thee, that 
they also may be One in us, that the world may believe

that Thou hast sent me.” (St John 17:21)—then i: 
becomes very sad indeed. Nor is it possible to read 
and meditate upon these words without coming to th 
conviction that we each have a personal responsibility 
in the matter and have no right to calmly sit still and 
let things go their way. 


THE Cause oF UNITY 


has been in our thoughts and prayers for many years; 
and it has led us to make a long and careful study o 
our Bible, the teachings of the Church since the time 
of the Apostles, and Church History. This study has 
brought us to a conclusion upon which, as a Com- 
munity, we feel bound in conscience to act.

Cause we are nearly home. And yet we look back 
somewhat wistfully, for there are many who have 
traveled with us who are very dear to us.

We are lonely without them and are not unminc- 
ful of their friendship. We owe much to the Churc!

JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER AND ST. ANTHONY’S 


TITHE CLUB 
On the morning of Trinity Sunday, May 23rd, John 
D. Rockefeller finished his long earthly pilgrimage, 
falling asleep peacefully to wake up in eternity. The 
Press of the entire world has commented on his death. 
Almost everything has been said that could be said 
about one of the best known men of our day and 
generation. He was one of the finest types of Chris- 
tian manhood that Protestantism has produced. 
Perhaps the SEcRE1 OF HIS WEALTH AND UNUSUALLY 
LONG LIFE is to be found in a vow which he made to 
Almighty God as a young man and which we under- 
stand he observed faithfully unto death. While clerk- 
ing in a store at a very modest salary, as salaries went 
in those days, he conducted a young people’s Bible 
Class and one Sunday, he read in the Book of Genesis 
how Jacob, fleeing from his father’s house, pursued by 
the vengeance of Esau, his brother, slept one night in 
an open field, his head resting upon a stone, and he 
saw in his vision “a ladder standing upon the earth 
and the top thereof touching heaven, the angels of 
God also, ascending and descending upon it, and the 
Lord, leaning upon the ladder said to him: ‘I am the 
God of Abraham, thy Father, and the God of Isaac. 
The land wherein thou sleepest, I will give to thee and 
to thy seed. And thy seed shall be as the dust of the 
earth. Thou shalt spread abroad to the West and to 
the East and to the North and to the South, and in thee 
and thy seed all the tribes of the earth shall be blessed. 
And when Jacob awoke out of sleep, trembling he said: 
‘How awesome is this place! This is none other than 
the house of God and the gate of Heaven.’ And he 
made a vow, saying: ‘If God shall be with me and 
shall keep me in the way wherein I walk and shall give 
me bread to eat and raiment to put on, The Lord shall 
be my God and OF ALL THINGS THAT THOU SHALT GIVE 
TO ME, I WILL OFFER THE TENTH TO THEE.’”’ 
Thereupon, we are told, John D. Rockefeller, the 
poorly paid clerk of a country store, made to God the 
same vow and promise that Jacob had made so many 
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centuries before. Straightaway 

God began to prosper him and 

the young Rockefeller was faith 

ful to the promise he made the 

Lord. One tenth of all God gave 

him, he gave back to God. The 

time came when he employed 

special agents to go abroad and 

seek out cases of need and secretly 

to dispense his charity, and we 

know, al! of us, about the huge 

Rockefeller Foundation, which we 

understand his son, John D. 

Rockefeller, Jr., has mainly 

himself to administering 

and carrying out his father’s 

wishes. That fund alone ap- 

proximates five hundred millions and no man knows 
how many millions more John D. Rockefeller dis- 
tributed in redemption of his vow to give a tenth ot 
his income to God. 

In the earlier days of the Church the payment of 
tithes on the part of the faithful was pretty generally 
recognized and practiced. It would be well for the 
faithful of our own day to follow the example of the 
late John D. Rockefeller and of all God gives them to 
give at least one-tenth to Him. 

Years ago we formed a Tithe Club at Graymoor and 
asked Saint Anthony to serve as its President.

NATURE OF THE THIRD ORDER 


| have chosen you and have appointed you, that you 
should go and bring forth fruit....1 have chosen 
you out of the world.—Jn. 15, 16, and 19. 


For a proper understanding of the Third Order of 
St. Francis, it is important first of all to know that there 
are two branches of the Third Order, one known as 
the Third Order Regular, the other as the Third Order 
Secular. 

As is well known, St. Francis established the Third 
Order for men and women living in the world, i.e., 
seculars or laymen, for the purpose of enabling them 
to share in the benefits of the religious state without 
severing their connection with the world. Originally, 
therefore, the Third Order was exclusively secular. In 
the course of time, however, some Tertiaries began to 
live together in a community and to take the three vows 
of poverty, chastity and obedience, and thus became 
religious in the strict sense of the word. These also 
multiplied rapidly and constitute the Third Order 
Regular. There are congregations for men as well as 
for women. The various communities of Franciscan 
Sisters engaged in conducting hospitals, schools, 
orphanages, homes for the aged, working girls and the 
like, belong to the Third Order Regular. 

That the Third Order Regular is a real order does 

t need to be pointed out. But that the Third Order 
Secular is also a true order has been repeatedly em- 
phasized by the Supreme Pontiffs; and though to the 
casual observer it might seem to be in the same class 
as the League of the Sacred Heart, the Sodality of the 

sed Virgin, the Holy Name Society, or the various 
apular confraternities, a study of its nature will 
how that unlike the aforementioned societies, it has 

ll the main characteristics of a true order. 

he characteristics, then, which the Third Order 
Secular shares with religious orders strictly so-called 
and which make it a true religious order are the fol- 
lowing: it has a postulate, a novitiate, a profession, a 
tule of life, a daily office, a habit, and to a certain 
extent also a common life. We will take up the single 
ints in succession. 

1. Postulate. Although the Rule makes no mention 
of a postulate preceding the novitiate, it nevertheless 
lays down certain conditions for reception, and the 
tulfilment of these conditions calls for a postulate of 
asort. Thus the first paragraph states that only such 
persons may be admitted who are “of good character, 


peace-loving, and above all of tried fidelity in the 
practice of the Catholic Faith.” It is incumbent on 
the officials, therefore, to take proper precautions that 
only suitable applicants be accepted; and the time 
that elapses between the date on which a person 
applies for admission and the date of his reception 
may justly be called the time of his postulancy or 
postulate. In practice this requirement of the Rule 
is complied with in well regulated fraternities by 
requiring the candidate to file a written application 
for admission, which must be signed by a professed 
Tertiary who knows the applicant personally and 
recommends him for admission into the Third Order. 
In this way, barring exceptional cases, the admission 
of unworthy subjects is effectually guarded against. 
But that not only worthy subjects but also such as will 
prove valuable additions to the Third Order be re- 
ceived, it is of the highest importance that a prelim- 
inary instruction be given the postulants before the 
day of their reception. This instruction should correct 
the current false impressions about the Third Order, 
enumerate the main points of the Rule, indicate briefly 
the purpose of the crder, and lay special emphasis on 
the necessity of attending the novice instructions and 
observing the fraternity regulations in regard to 
registering attendance at the monthly meetings. 

2. Novitiate. The Rule says distinctly: ‘All who 
enter the order must pass the first year in probation”; 
and Canon Law requires that the Novitiate year be 
completed to the @ay, so that profession can be made 
validly no earlier than the day following the anniver- 
sary of the reception. 

3. Profession. After completing the novitiate, Ter- 
tiaries are admitted to profession just like religious 
strictly so-called. There is, however, a difference be- 
tween the profession of the former and that of the 
latter. The profession of the Tertiaries is not a vow; 
neither does it bind under pain of sin. It is rather a 
pledge of honor to observe those points of the Rule 
not enjoined by a commandment of God or of the 
Church, and a firm resolution to keep the command- 
ments of God and of the Church. Hence, failure to ob- 
serve a certain precept of the Rule is not a sin unless 
it involves an offense against some commandment of 
God or of the Church. And an offense of the latter 
kind is not a double sin because of the profession. 

4. Rule of Life. What above all distinguishes the 
Third Order from sodalities and similar societies and 
constitutes it a true order is its rule of life based on 
the spirit of the three Evangelical Counsels. This 
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rule prescribes not only certain prayers and exercises 
of piety but also a certain standard and mode of life, 
and thus impresses a certain peculiar character on the 
life of those who observe it. When a person joins the 
Third Order, he does not simply take upon himself the 
performance of a few good works in addition to those 
obligatory on all Catholics, but enters a new state of 
life—the state of a religious living in the world; the 
state of one who has left the world not in body but 
in spirit; of one who has publicly broken with the spirit 
of this world, its standards and principles; of one who 
is determined not merely to save his soul but also to 
strive after Christian perfection. 

The Third Order may, therefore, very properly be 
called a link between the lay state and the religious 
state. Just as a lay Catholic who belongs to a num- 
ber of Catholic societies but to no order is merely a 
layman; and as one who belongs to a community with 
religious vows is a religious in the strict sense of the 
word: so a Tertiary or member of the Third Order is 
a religious in the wider acceptance of the term. 

5. Daily Office. Another characteristic which the 
Third Order has in common with all religious orders 
is the Divine Office. Just as priests by reciting their 
Breviary and religious by chanting the Office in choir 
take part in the public official prayer of the Church, so 
do Tertiaries by saying the Twelve Our Fathers, Hail 
Marys and Glorys. Those, of course, who are able to 
do so may say the Roman Breviary or the Little Office 
of the Blessed Virgin, and thus say the identical 
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prayers chanted in choir by most religious congrega- 
tions. 

6. Religious Habit. Originally members of the 
Third Order wore a distinctive outer garment similar 
to that worn by the Friars and the Poor Clares. In 
course of time this cuter habit was discarded and the 
scapular and cord substituted. In the mind of the 
Church, however, the scapular and cord constitute a 
real religious habit, as is evident from the request 
which the postulant makes at his reception; namely 
“Reverend Father, I humbly ask of you the habit of 
the Third Order of Penance.” 

7. Common Life. Only a distant approach to the 
community life led in convents is achieved in the 
Third Order, by means of the monthly meeting. Still, 
if attended regularly, the monthly meeting can con- 
tribute greatly to developing a spirit of true brother- 
hood and solidarity among Tertiaries. The importance 
attached to it by Mother Church is evident from the 
fact that she grants a plenary indulgence under the 
usual conditions to Tertiaries who attend the monthly 
meeting. 

Conclusion. Thus your vocation as Tertiaries puts 
you in an honored position. It calls for appreciation. 
The best appreciation, however, is a life that is as 
far removed from worldliness as your profession 
indicates—a life in accord with letter and spirit of the 
Rule. Pray your twelve Our Fathers always with 
particular devotion that you may daily appreciate more 
and more what you are called to.

A Private Audience With 
The Holy Father 


A Private Audience with the 
Pope at the time we were in 
Rome was exceedingly difficult 
to secure. The Holy Father 
would enter upon his Eightieth 
Year on the Feast of Pentecost 
and his strength was being safe- 
guarded by his watchful at- 
tendants in anticipation of the 
Great Celebration which was to 
take place in St. Peter’s. We 
were told that only Three 
Private Audiences Each Day 
were being allowed and our 
chance of securing one of these 
would have been nil, had it not 
been for the gracious interven- 
tion of His Eminence Cardinal 
Canali, just now appointed by 
the Holy Father Cardinal-Pro- 
tector for the Sisters of the 
Atonement. 

It was on Friday, May 15th, 
the very same day of the week 
and the month, on which we 
had seen the Holy Father in 
1925, that a special messenger 
from the Vatican delivered a 
letter, notifying us that His 
Holiness would receive us in 
Private Audience the next day 
at 12 o’clock. The audience was 
not hurried; lasting until 12:30. 


Confirm the Indulgences, both Plenary and Partial, 
granted to the Union by his Predecessor, Pope Bene- 
dict XVth. Moreover we asked His Holiness to once 


again bestow His Blessing and Approval of the Rock- 











His Holiness, Pope Pius XI., Who 
graciously granted a Private Audi- 
ence to the Father-Founder of the 
Society of the Atonement on May 
16th, 1936 and Blessed the Union- 
That-Nothing-Be-Lost and the Rock- 
of-Peter Foundation 








of-Peter Foundation as he had 
done at This Same Time 
Eleven years before. 

To all of this the Holy 
Father graciously assented, both 
by voice and with uplifted hand, 
making the sign of the cross 
not once, but twice. 

When the Seraphic Patriarch, 
our Father St. Francis, made 
known to Pope Honorius the 
Vision he had seen of Christ 
and His Blessed Mother in the 
tiny Church, St. Mary of the 
Angels, near Assisi, and the 
Lord’s Vicar by word of mouth 
assented to his request, grant- 
ing a Plenary Indulgence to all 
the faithful, visiting the Porti- 
uncula Chapel on August 2nd, 
every year thereafter, St. Fran- 
cis did not wait for the Papal 
Notary to put the decree in 
writing, the Word of the Pope 
was to him sufficient. 

Although we brought with us 
back to America no written 
document bearing the Pope’s 
signature and his seal, we are 
content, like St. Francis. We 
know the Holy Father Has 
Spoken and That Is Sufficient. 


The Indulgences To Be Gained 


The Indulgences to be gained 
by membership in the Union- 
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That-Nothing-Be-Lost, first granted by Pope Benedict 
in April, 1919, and so graciously renewed by the 
present Sovereign Pontiff, Pope Pius XI., are: 

I, Plenary Indulgence: (1) On the day of admission 
to Membership in the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost. 
(2) At the end of the Self-Denial Week, which begins 
on the fourth Sunday of Quadragesima (with prayers 
and acts of self-denial in favor of the Missions and 
Church Unity.) 

II. Indulgence of Seven Years and Seven Times 
Forty Days to be gained on any day of Self-Denial 
Week. 

III. An Indulgence of Three Hundred Days can be 
gained toties quoties by those enrolled who recite the 
following prayer: 

"O Lord Jesus Christ Who commandest Thine 
Apostles to gather up the fragments that nothing be 
lost, give me grace to waste nothing but to use all my 
time, talent, substance and opportunity to the greater 
Glory of God, the good of my neighbor and the sal- 
vation of souls; and all for love of Thee, O Most 
Sweet Lord Jesus Christ.
